~ Cireular Letter, 


To the Churches composing the New-London 

Baptist Association, 1846 : 

Dear Bretruren :—To be mutual help- 
ers of each others joys, and faith, and fur- 
therance in the Gospel is both the duty and 
privilege of Christians. This is one of the 
high ends of Church organization :—that 
being drawn together by the holiest of 
bonds, there might be among the company 
of the redeemed, one heart and one mind, 
striving together for the faith of the gospel. 
Hence says the apostle, let us consider one 
another to provoke unto love, and good 
works; not forsaking the assembling of 
ourselves together as the manner of some 
is; but exhorting one another, and so much 
the more as ye see the day approaching. 
Here is plainly inculcated a spirit of mu- 
tual co-operation, prompted by a sense of 
individual responsibility to Christ and his 


spiritual supervision which the Church is 
bound to exercise over all her members ;— 


in all the walks of life with all her mem- 
bers. Butif she be thus invested with, and 
bound to exercise such spiritual supervis- 


This responsibility should be felt and prac- 
tically acknowledged by all. 

2. But again, dear brethren, suffer us to 
remind you that every member is under 


considerations—such as her being the re- 
pository of these lovely oracles which are 
able to make wise unto salvation, and thro’ 
which we have hope of eternal life. We 
speak not, (though we might say much,) of 
her influence upon all the great interests of 
society. But we speak of those direct, 
restraining, admonitory, and holy influen- 
ces which have been thrown around us in 
childhood, in youth, and in maturer years. 
We speak of that influence which has gone 
out from Zion to enlighten our darkness— 
to curb our way wardness—to dispel our de- 
lusions—to guide our inquiries, and to di- 
rect our footsteps in the way of peace. 

We claim no superstitious reverence for 
the Church, but there is a sense in which 
it may be said, She is the mother of us all. 
It is in answer to the prayers and spiritual 
agonies of Zion that we are now numbered 
with the children of God. And how often 
since we professed to love Christ we have 
been restrained by this same _ influence 
from dangerous ways, or fatal apostacy— 
have been aroused from our slumbers— 
alarmed of our dangers—incited to duty 
—and sweetly aided and constrained in our 
heaven-ward course :—how often all this 
has been done notwithstanding her ac- 
knowledged imperfections, we cannot now 
say, aud the judgment alone can reveal.— 
But in view of these things properly consid- 
ered, we think that the response of grate- 
ful piety in every humble heart must be, 
“If L forget thee, O Jerusalem, let my 
right hand forget her cunning.” We have 
received much and owe much in return, 

But besides all this, every member has a 
living fund, so to speak, in the pledged af- 
fections and brotherly kindness of the 
Church. She, indeed, holds out no gilded 
bait to tempt the eye of earthly-minded 
selfishness. The Master had not where 
to lay his head, and the disciples may often 
share with him in his poverty, as a needful 
preparation to reign with him in glory.— 
But yet, if any member suffers as a Chris- 
tian, the whole body by anecessary law of 
spiritual life and unity sympathizes :—the 
whole are pledged to care for, visit, and re- 
lieve in sickness, in poverty, or in prison.— 
But surely, we may say, if the whole body 
be thus bound to every member, what must 
be the accumulated force of obligation rest- 
ing on each member! Can it be less than 
a full surrender of one’s self, subject only 
to the law of Christ 1 To give ourselves, 
firsttothe Lord, and then to one another 
by the will of God! 

3. But further, a regard for the Church, 
and a readiness to co-operate with the peo- 
ple of God through the heaven-appointed 
agency, may be urged by a consideration of 
the position assigned her in society and the 
world by her exalted Head. She is to be the 
pattern according to which this fallen world

vation—let her gird on the whole armor of

Church, and strive with unfaltering dili- 
gence to make her the abode of peace, pu- 


4. Again, dear brethren, this subject is 
intimately connected with the standard of 
individual piety; and hence deserves the 
most serious consideration of every disci- 


ging feature of individual piety than a fee- 
ble attachment and respect for the Church. 
For, if we love not our brethren whom we 
have seen, how can we love God whom we 
have not seen? Usually, one of the first 
symptoms of spiritual declension may be 
seen in the forsaking of the assemblies of 
the saints. When an individual begins to 
magnify the faults of the Church—to de- 
light in speaking disparagingly of her char- 
acter, and practically to say, I have no need 
of thee—there is certainly (though he may 
not suspect it) that spiritual pride and a 
vain mind are eating at the core of whatev- 
er piety he has. It is the very opposite of 
His spirit, who, knowing full well all the 
faults of his people, yet, having loved his 
own, loved them to the end. 

On the other hand, one of the first visible 
effects of a revival of religion is sure to be 
arevived love of the Church, and a more 
prompt obedience to the command, ‘Not 
forsaking the assembling of yourselves to- 
gether as the manner of some is.” Thisis 
the spirit of Him who loved the Church, 
laid down his life for it, and taught that we 
oughtto lay down our lives for the breth- 
ren. ‘Then, with all their imperfections, 
they are regarded as the excellent of the 
earth. If they reflect, though feebly, the 
image of Christ, that image is revered, and 
they are loved for his sake. In all this 
world beside, there is no company—no 
community—no society, that has so strong 
attractions as the company of the redeem- 
ed. And in proportion as the Christian 
grows in grace and in the knowledge of 
the truth, in the same proportion will his 
heart be drawn out in love and respect for 
the Church, which is a chief pillar and 
ground of that truth. 

5. Once more, dear brethren, suffer us 
to remind you that this love and respect, 
warmly and deeply felt, is essential to the 
efficiency of individual Churches. it is nec- 
essary to the carrying out successfully any 
of the great ends of Church organization. 
When this is wanting, discipline will be 
neglected or badly administered. Disor- 
ders may arise, but there is no power ef- 
fectually to check orremove them. Party 
spirit will prabably usurp the place of dis- 
interested zeal for the glory of God; and 
the Church itself,turned aside from the high 
purposes of its Founder, will become a 
tovl of the designing—an arena of strife 
—and engine of mischief. This, or the 
like of this, (considering the elements of 
our fallen nature,) where her sacred char- 
acter and claims are lost sight of, can 
scarcely fail to ensue. ‘Ye,” says the Sa- 
viour to the Church, *‘are the salt of the 
earth; but if the salt have lost his savor, 
wherewith shall it be scasoned? Ye are 
the light of the world ; but if the light that 
isin you be darkness,how great is that dark- 
ness !” And this holy savor will cease—

Through her he resolves to reveal his bright- 
est glories to the heavenly hosts, and fill 
the earth with peace, and love, and salva- 
tion. But he will do all this by her and 
through her when she is espoused ef her sons:
